This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, dated October 10, 
2018. The tracking number is 2019-00038. In your letter, you asked for the following:

After a thorough search of our files, we have determined that the Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) has no records responsive to your request.
